'it has only one and three-quarter, 
millions of telephones now in use by 
its exchange subscribers in the Unit- 
ed States. The result of the nine 
years of the Independent movement 
shows two million telephones in ser- 
vice. Of the 180 cities having over 
25,000 inhabitants, according to the 
lastcensult, 75 per cent, now have 
Independent exchanges in operation. 
The result referred to may be more 
clearly seen by the following com- 
parison. 

Without competition and during 
the period of over fifteen years, up 
to the year 1895, the Bell companies 
had 243,432 subscribers; since that 
period and up to the present time, 
covering nine years, the Bell comp- 
anies have had excedingly sharp and 
sucessful competition.

In Chicago the 
Illinois Tunnel Company (the Auto- 
matic) has its tunnels completed 40 
feet below the streets, under the 
most important business sections of 
the city. There are over 25 
these tunnels at the present time. 
This company has already construct- 
ed one telephone exchange on the 
corner of Fifth Avenue and Monroe 
Street, which has 9,000 automatic 
telephones in service. It is expected 
this company will have 20,000 tel- 
ephones working in Chicago within 
the coming twelvemonths. Theplan 
has been announced to construct 
long distance lines from Chicago to 
the connecting lines of the other In- 
dependent companies. 

In the State, outside of Chicago, 
the independents have over twice as 
many telephones in service as have 
the Bell complies. Every city of 
importance, except Quincy, has an 
Independent exchange. 

In Wisconsin the Independents 
have over 35,000 telephones, which 
number is greater than the Bell tel- 
ephones in the State, outside of the 
city of Milwaukee. 
Besides numerous small exchanges 
Minnesota, the cities of St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Duluth have large 
uccessful exchanges in operation, 
with more telephones in service than 
have the Bell companies in these 
cities. It appears that plenty of 
capital has been obtained, and a 
complete exchange and toll line sys- 
tem is being perfected in Minne- 
sota and the adjoining states. 

Iowa is the home of 1,200 Indepen- 
dant companies. It has about 140, 
000 Independent and 58,000 Bell tel- 
ephones in service. The long dis- 
tance lines are now receiving more 
than usual attention and the people 
of Iowa will soon have adequate ex- 
change and toll line facilities. 

Missouri is also ours. St. Louis, 
with more than 13,000 telephones, 
exceeds in number those of the Bell; 
Kansas City's new exchange, with 
11,000 subscribers, is driving the 
Bell to the wall. St. Joseph. Jef- 
ferson City, Hannibal, Joplin, Clin- 
ton, Springfield, in fact all the cities, 
of the state have Independent ex- 
changes, each larger than the Bell 
xchange, and it is estimated that 
here are twice as many Independent 
as there are Bell telephones in Mis- 
Excellent long dintance lines 
are being constructed and the future 
is assuredly favorable only to the 
Independents. 

In Kansas the number of Indepen 
dent telephones exceeds 50,000, while 
the number of the Bell is less than 
10,000. In Oklahoma a condition 
very similar to that in Kansas pre- 
paid.

DR. E. G. CAYCE 

Died Rather Suddenly at the 
Asylum Tuesday. 

The relatives of Dr. E. G. Cay 
were shocked to hear of his rather 
sudden death at the asylum Tues- 
day morning. The cause of his death 
was heart disease. The deceased is 
survived by his wife, two daughters 
and two sons, who are now living at 
Citronville, Ala. They were prompt- 
ly notified of Dr. Cayce's death and 
that his body would be held for 
burial until they could come here. 

Mr. Irwin Cayce, of this county, 
is a brother, and Mrs. Alice Cayce 
Hill is a sister of the deceased. The 
Cayce family is said to be the largest 
in this county. 

Dr. Cayce was born on his father's 
farm, near the city, in 1848. When 
quite a young man he determined to 
become a physician and surgeon and 
left the farm to enter the office of 
his brother-in-law, Dr. W. M. Hill, 
of the homeopathic school. He was 
a close student and in a short time 
went to Philadelphia to enter the 
Hahneman Medical College. After 
graduating he returned to Hopkins- 
ville and practiced medicine and sur- 
gery for two or three years. He was 
called to the chair of surgery in one 
of the large hospitals of St. Louis. 
He afterwards located in Huntsville, 
Ala., and engaged in the proctice of 
his profession. Soon his health be- 
gan to fail, and after returning to 
his old home his mind soon gave way, 
and about 1886 he was taken to the 
asylum in the hope that he would 
soon recover. Through all these 
long years he has received the kind- 
est treatment of the officials and 
others, who became closely attached 
to him. The frequent visits of his 
relatives were always highly enjoyed 
by the doctor, who was cheerful and 
hopeful to the last. 

It was impossible for Mrs. Cayce 
and other members of the family to 
reach Hopkinsville, until last night 
ami the remains will be interred in 
Hopewell this morning at 9 o.clock, 
from the resid ence of Dr .
